FURTHER, RESEARCH. 


Pounded: for . the purpose ‘of 
providing the public generally 
with the best information on the 
moat effective methods of fighting 
the mosquito plague, there .was 
opened by \Sir Ronald Ross on 
Bayling Island (off the coast of 
Hants) the new laboratories of 
the British Mosquito Control, the 
only institution of tts kind in the 
world. 

The control is equipped with a 
xpecimen museum (containing 25 
different species), rooma for 
larvie-breeding, a. microscopic 
laboratory, photographic studies, 
and soon. In future the work of 
investigation will be pursued or, 
even wider lines than in the past 
with a view to stamping out the 
mosquito plague. 

The control owes its existence 
to Mr. J, A. Marshall, who has 
devoted all his time for the past 
five years to finding out new facts 

‘ vegarding the mosquito. One of 
his discoveries is that among 
mosquitoes the female is deadlier 

* than the male, and he has - also 
found the reason why a’ mosquito 
bites. Jt ix done, not out of vin- 
dictiveness, but in obedience to, 
the insiinct for reproduction. 
Unless 4 female mosquito draws 
blood from someone her eggs are 
sterile. 

After biting u person and draw- 
ing blood the mosquito flies off to 
the nearest water pool of marshy 
patch and lays her eggs., So pro- 
Jifle are they, that a mosquito 
may become great-grandmother 
of millions of descendants,

Tropical areas 
‘gow made safe and habitable, as 
in Panama, Hongkong, the Malay 
States, Ismailia, and elsewhere, 
are but a small part of the vast 
expanse of the earth’s surface 
shat is cursed by insect-barne in- 
fection. Nor is. Europe itself by 
any’ means free from the danger 
in less deadly farms, and even in 
England serious and at times 
fatal illness due to this cause is 
far from rare, and kas been on the 
increase in recent"years. The 
work at Hayling Island, indeed, 
had its origin five years ago in a) 
determined effort to rid South 
Hampshire of a type of mosquito | “2p?

drugs, but these cannot prevent 
its sapping of the inner citadel of |’ 
the human constitution. There is 
“no true protection but the exter- 
minating of the insect pests in 
the areas where man desires to 
‘live and prosper; and it is the 
glory of Sir Ronald Rous and 
those who shave followed in his 
foot-steps. that, this has " been 
shown to be possible and practic- 
able. When Sir Ronald began, his 
work of research in India thirty 
years ago there did not exist a 
single book dealing with the 
mosquitoes of that country. 
To-day the study of: the. mosquito 
is a voluminous branch of science. 
Much, if not most, of the truth 
about the mosquito’s power of 
devastation, and the similar 
power in other insect pests, is 
known. It is in the taking of 
measures to abate and destroy 
that the practical 


efforts of civilised man have 


‘lagged behind his achievements 


in scientific research. That the 
thing can be done effectively on a 
great scule, by the destruction of 
breeding-places or by the killing 
of larve, has been signally proved 
again and again with regard to 
the mosquito; no expenditure of 
money on any public purpose is 
assured of a more certain ora 
more immensely profitable return 
inthe saving of life and health. 
The seeking of new facts, the 
working out of new methods, the 
pursuit of research on the subject 
of inseet-borne infection in gen- 
eral, is the task of Mr, Marshall 
and his assistants at Hayling 
Island; and their countrymen 
may take pride in the thought 
that British scientific enterprise 
is still in the van of that march 
of discovery, with all its promise

PROBLEM,“ 


‘ SRURBUATING THE UNTIT.

‘The teeent meeting in London 
of the great Tnternatioual Prison 
Congress, with itn cheering reports 
of steadily emptying prisons almost 
wll over’ the world, encourages us 
to mise o further question, writes 
Dr. Woods ‘Hutchinson, M.A., 
M.D., a leading American expert, 
in the “Daily "Mail." How far 
are We now prepared to..{reat crime 
ux w medical problem?” In-other 


words is crime preventable? j ‘Ta the 


vriminal curable? 

My own first vivid realisation. of 
crime ua a medical -problem dater 
{rom a visit_to the State Home for 
Fecble-Minded Children at Vine-

The secret. of the crime problem 
lies\in thé mind of the criminal. 
When: grave mental defect’ pro- 
ducing anti-social conduct ia dis- 
‘covered, the rational remedy is 
segregation. with tha sexes separ- 
ated, or sterilisation. 

The latter remedy has now been 
edrtied out. in some 3,000 cases in 
the United States without a singte 
bad reaglt, and 18 of: 49 States 
have’ laws anthorising it, under 
| competent boards of judges, medi- 
ers, heads of prisoner, and 

missioners of charities. 

‘Two-thirds of tho aterilisations 90 
far, have been st the request of the 
prisoner,. on. the advice» of his 
fellowg who ‘have been treated, or 
at the desire of his family. 

Both feeble-mindednoss and de- 
mentin precox can’ be detected by 
skilled, psychologists in the public 
achools before ten or. at’ the out: 
side, twelve years of age. And at 
this age they. can‘be readily dealt 
with either by special education or 
by segregation’ in happy farm 
colonies’ and industrial ‘villages, 
planned for children who never 
(row up.
